Good chances 
for electoral 
reform law

Prospects of the electoral reform 
law being passed by the present 
Knesset on the first reading im- 
proved radically yesterday after 
representatives of Labour, the 
Liberals (in Likud), the La 'am (In 
Likud) and the CRM agreed on the 
principles of the necessary legisla- 
tion. 

The executive of the Labour 
Knesset faction yesterday met with 
transport minister Gad Ya'acobl, 
Justice Minister Halm Zadok, and 
toe Labour men on the Law Com- 
mittee, and approved the conclusions 
reached so far among toe four par- 
ties. 

The legislation, which is now In the. 
Law Committee, after the 
preliminary reading can be returned 
in agreed form to the plenum for a 
formal first reading in a short time. 
If it passes that formal first reading, 
then toe next Knesset can take it up 
In Committee from that point under 
the Continuity Law, without having 
to go back to "Square One." A 
Labour source told The Post that his 
party had given in to the Likud 
Liberals on several demands. 
Labour now agrees that toe con- 
stituency boundaries be drawn by a 
Supreme Court Justice; that there be 
as few as ifi constituencies with five 
MKh returned from each; that there 
be as many as 40 MKs in the 
nationwide list; and that only a fac- 
tion which gets at least torse seats in 
two or three constituencies can win 
representation in the nationwide list. 

The four factions -which have 
pgreed cm these principles together 
muster 64 votes. In addition, the 
He rut wing of the Likud is pondering 
a change in its hitherto adamant op- 
position to - constituency elections, 
and some of its members may not 
fight the reform. 

A Labour source told The Post that 
toe three Liberals who formed the 
negotiating team. Slznha Erlich, 
Mb she Nissim and Abramov, 

seemed strongly in favour of 
-promoting the legislation. However, 
the Labour source warned: 
“Somebody in the Liberals could still 
demand a revision and put a spoke in 
our wheel.”

Protest strikes 
on West Bank

High school students crowded cen- 
tral squares In Nablus yesterday 
demonstrating for the release of 
political prisoners from Israel jails. 

Security forces fired tear gas into 
the crowds in the early afternoon 
and by last night five youngsters had 
been arrested and were being held 
for questioning. 

Simultaneously there was a partial 
commercial strike in the town, and 
sympathy strikes were reported 
from Ram all ah and Beit Hanlna. 

Most schools in toe towns were 
closed for the day, and at toe El-Bira 
high school near Ram all ah students 
held a demonstration in sympathy 
with security prisoners who held a 
hunger strike at the Ashkelon jail. 

Israel authorities said last week 
that the prisoners had stopped the 36- 
day strike, but the students told 
Reuters yesterday that they did not 
believe this. •

Several hundred Beeraheba 
residents reported to doctors last 
night after suffering from strong 
headaches and nausea. A Health 
Ministry spokesman said that a 
large cloud of sulfur fumes had 
spread over some quarters in the ci- 
ty, but stressed that there was no 
danger. 


A lean Knesset member yester- 
day declared war on sugar, eggs, 
butter and 'meat. 

But Mordechai Ben- Po rat of 
the Alignment added, "I shall de- 
fend to the last the honour of 
fruits, vegetables, grains, nuts, 
olives and honey.” 

Ben-Porat's dietary diatribe 
came as he tabled a motion for 
the agenda on "Israelis' eating 
habits and their influence on 
health.” 

After having visited with 
naturalists and nutritionists at 
their recent conference at 
Moshav Amiri m. Ben-Porat in- 
sisted that Health Minister Victor 
Shomtov should have demanded 
membership In all forums setting 
policy on food marketing and sub- 
sidies. Ben-Porat also blasted the 
Ministry of Commerce tor giving 
special price advantage to 14 
basic food commodities without 
considering their nutritional 
values. 

He assailed the Agriculture 
Ministry for having set an egg 
production ceiling of 1,300 milli on 
cholesterol-rich eggs, "which 


means 400 eggs per year for 
every Israeli.” 

If Israelis improved their 
eating habits, he continued, 
HA , 266 m. in Local currency 
RSQm. in foreign currency (for 
food imports) could be saved. 

Sugar and candy production 
alone, he disclosed, costs the 
country R£30m. annually. 

Ben-Porat demanded establish- 
ment of a "National Obesity 
Treatment Institute.” He also 
called for an immediate ton* to 
imports of beef and other foods 
rich in animal fat. 

Replying. Health Minister 
Shemtov said local studies con- 
firmed that bad eating habits 
cause “cruel and cumulative 
clinical effects" in persons 
between the ages of 40 and 50. 

In 1975 alone, 6,794 Israelis died 
of Ischaemic heart and 

diabetes — and these constituted 
30 per cent of all adult deaths that 
year. According to Shemtov, both 
diseases are "closely associated 
with faulty food intake and selec- 
tion.”

TEL AVIV. — The Board of Direc- 
tors of the Israel Government Coins 
and Medals Corporation is to meet 
shortly to discuss the alleged mis- 
conduct of its director.

A board meeting In Jerusalem last 
night was Inconclusive. 

Irregularities came to light in con- 
nection with a IL2.4m. order placed 
by the Kldum company. 

Kidum, a coin dealing firm, claims 
that Its order should have been filled 
at the rates which prevailed before 
July 1 , 1976, when the Corporation 
raised its prices by 28 per cent. 

At toe time Avnl took the aide of 
Kidum. and recommended to the 
Board that the deal be concluded at 
the lower price. He presented his 
case to The Jerusalem Post last 
August. 

Now it appears that Kidum 's bank 
guarantee as surety for the execu- 
tion of its order was received by the 
Corporation after Its price rise, and 
that the date normally stamped on 
all mall received was adjusted and 
pre-dated to read June 29. 1976, so as 
to validate the order.

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Hillel Seidel leaves HP, 
expects to join the Likud

Knesset Member Hillel Seidel 
yesterday left the Independent 
liberal Party. He expects to join the 
Likud. 

Seidel rejected a demand by party 
leader Mb she Kol to give up his 
Knesset seat. He told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday lie had brought in 
more votes than required for one 
mandate. 

Seidel had been a maverick in his 
party. He was in the minority when 
the leadership decided to remain In 
the government coahtion and when it 
supported the "Sinai IT* Interim 
agreement. In a letter to Kol yester- 
day he wrote: "The LLP's views on 
economic and social issues are the 
most correct; but the party can't, at 
this time, influence, the ad- 
ministration... That’s why a bigger 
and more massive force is needed... 
Having toe right ideas Is not enough 
to Introduce changes In the country. 
A party must be strong, have 
character, vision and courage,” he 
added. 

. Seidel told The Post that he 
believed the election campaign will 
be among big blocs — the Alignment, 
the Likud and the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change. The small parties 
must join a bloc, he argued. 

Seidel's move comes as public opi- 
nion polls show the ILP will win only 
one seat In the coming elections, and 
possibly not even that. But he denied 
these polls had influenced his deci- 
sion. 

Contacts with the liberal Party In 
toe Likud bloc began about three 
weeks ago. Seidel said that Liberal 
leader filmha Erlich had said to win : 
'"The ILP Is negotiating merger with 
everyone. Why not with us?” Seidel

said he had replied that Erlich must 
discuss the matter with Kol.

Bazookas fired 
at army patrol 
on north border

Security forces have ascer- 
tained that the small arms *nd 
bazooka sheila fired at an Israeli 
patrol near Zarlt early yesterday 
morning were fired by a ■man 
group from across the Lebanese 
border. 

The shells, believed to be 
Soviet-made RFGs, were fired at 
toe army patrol from some 000 
metres inside Lebanese territory. 

There were no Israeli 
casualties as a result of the inci- 
dent, the first from across the 
Lebanese border this year. 

The incident occurred three- 
quarters of an hour after mid- 
night, near Zarlt, roughly half- 
way between Bosh Hanikra and 
Metulla. 

An army unit combing the area 
near the border at daybreak 
found two RPG rockets which 
had apparently been left behind 
by toe attackers when they fled 
from the Israeli patrol's 
fire.

WASHINGTON. — American of- 
ficials, seeking to downplay the Im- 
portance of the Syrian presence in 
southern Lebanon, are insisting that 
the Syrian troops are on toe road 
north of Nabatiya, not actually in toe 
town itself. 

The Americana note that only 600 
or so Syrian soldiers are involved 
and that they were dispatched to toe 
region to protect Lebanese 
Christiana threatened by Palestinian 
terrorists. The Syrian movement has 
toe approval of the central Lebanese 
government headed by President 
Sarkis, the officials say. 

The Americans are hoping that the 
controversy can yet be resolved 
quietly and are upset that the issue 
has been "played up" in the Israel 
media. 

Some U.S. sources are saying that 
Israel is exaggerating the sig- 


nificance of the whole issue out of 
all proportion because the introduc- 
tion of some 600 Syrian forces on toe 
road to Nabatiya is not going to upset 
the overall balance of power in 
southern Lebanon. 

These sources fear that the matter 
will become more difficult' to resolve 
quietly, the more It la played up in 
Israel.

Peres: Clashes intended 
to justify Syrian presence

M3SGAV AM. — The recent clashes 
between Christians and leftist forces 
can be seen. as an attempt by Palesti- 
nian elements and the remnants of 
the Lebanese Arab Army to create 
tension which will justify continued 
Syrian presence in the area. Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres said yester- 
day. 

Asked by a reporter whether 
Israel is considering military action 
In the area, Peres said: "I see no 
point in promenading along the 
border and spreading threats.” 

Asked if Israel was not taking too 
soft a stance on the Syrian presence 
in Nabatiya, Peres said that the 
Government was following all the 
events In Nabatiya. but does not 
want to resort to any other methods 
before the diplomatic possibilities 
had been exhausted. 

During his tour of the northern 
border Peres was accompanied by 
the O.C. Northern Command, Aluf 
Raphael Bitan. EHtan said it was not 
yet clear exactly who is fighting 


whom In south Lebanon. Asked if the 
Syrians are directly involved in the 
latest clashes, El tan said: “I didn’t 
say that. You did.” 

During Peres’ visit to Misgav Am 
machinegun fire from across the 
border could easily be heard in the 
kibbutz. 

During most of the day no fighting 
could be heard from Israel, but in the 
late afternoon an artillery duel broke 
out in the area around the Beaufort 
castle. The Christians apparently 
managed to silence the leftists’ fire 
using heavy mortars and Sherman 
tanks. But in the early evening 
sounds of explosions and sporadic 
small arms fire were stOl heard 
from across the border. 

A Phalange officer passing by the 
“Good Fence” claimed that his side 
had hit leftist machinegun positions 
and an observation post. He said the 
leftists were bolstering their forces, 
moving more mortars, -anti- aircraft 
guns and trained troops into the 
area.

Clouds of phosphate dust threaten our health 
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: ASHDOD Clouds of phosphate^ 

■ hovering over thl« city are threaten- 
ing the healto of Its residents and toe 
vegetation' that grows here. Aahdod 
-residents charged yesterday. 

The powdery ^phosphate is brought 
from, the Negev in open boxcars to 
the port depot. The phosphate then Is 
loaded onto ships In conveyors Which 
■are now partially open. In the 
process phosphate clouds form, then 
drift over the city and rain down on 
its inhabitants, residents claim. 

At present the depot Is handling 
700,000 tons of phosphates per year. 
There' are now plans to enlarge the 
depot so that It will be able to handle 
up to 2.8 million tons of phosphates 
- per year. - ' 

Residents -tear that, with the in- 
: creased quantities; life in Ashdod 
will become unbearable.

According to measurements by the 
Municipality’s ecology unit, at a dis- 
tance of 200 metres from the depot 
more than 58 tons per square 
kilometre of phosphate dust settle otv 
the ground in one month. A 
kilometre away it is more than 17 
tons : one and a h alf kilometres away 
it is more than 10 toss. 

Ephraim Fery . principal of the Ort 
nautical vocational school which is 
'200 metres from the depot, told a. 
press conference he has 250 children 
who live at the school. He fears the 
phosphate dust. may harm their 
health and cause some of them to 
leave school. He also revealed that 
'toe school's electronic equipment, 
which cost millions qf pounds, is be- 
ing eaten away by phosphate dust. 

Other residents told of children 


and adults who were suffering from 
respiratory illnesses and inflamma- 
tion of the eyes, believed to be caus- 
ed by phosphate dust. 

, Blnyamln Frenkel, a member of 
the municipal council, said doctors 
were too cautious to attribute these 
ailments, as well as reports of 
headaches and vomiting, to the 
phosphates. But cases were reported 
in which the symptoms disappeared 
after the patients left Ashdod or 
- moved to its outskirts. . 

Frenkel said that the'public com- 
mittee set up to combat the problem 
understands that it cannot stop the 
export of phosphates, which is im- 
portant for the economy. However, 
he said, similar depots abroad 
operate without injuring local 
residents. 


He claimed that the depot is in 
poor condition and asked that the 
phosphate company repair its con- 
veyors and other equipment to hold 
down escaping dust. Another solu- 
tion, he suggested, was to cease 
loading phosphates in the late after- 
noon and early evening, when the 
wind blows directly into town. 

Residents are demanding that 
they be allowed to participate in the 
meetings that are now being held to 
plan the new depot to ensure that It 
will be ecologically safe. 

Ihe committee threatens legal ac- 
tion and public demonstrations if Its 
demands are not met. 

The public committee Is not 
politically affiliated. Its main 
patrons are Malraz and the Society 
for the Protection of Nature. 


GENEVA. — UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim yesterday added 
. Saudi Arabia to the itinerary of his 
Middle East peace mission begin- 
ning today, a UN spokesman said 
here. 

Waldheim will arrive in Saudi 
Arabia next Sunday after visiting 
Egypt and Syria, and afterwards 
will go on to Lebanon, Jordan and 
Israel.

Waldheim's programme. But they 
pointed out that, while not directly 
Involved in the conflict with Israel, 
its views on a peaceful solution 
would cany considerable weight 
with the secretary-general. 

■ Waldheim said on arrival here 
yesterday he would pay a second 
visit to Cairo to report on. the 
prospects of reconvening the Geneva 
Middle East peace con- 
ference. .(Reuter)

An estimated 160,000 Labour Party 
members went to the polls yesterday 
to elect delegates to the convention, 
which will itself nominate or elect a 
central committee 'to choose 
Labour's candidate for the 
premiership. However, judging from 
the comments of voters, they were 
not concerned with the competition 
between Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and Defence Minister Shimon 
Feres when they cast their ballots 
yesterday. 

In addition to deciding on the can- 
didate for the premiership, the con- 
vention, opening in Jerusalem on 
February 22, will draft the party's 
election platform. 

Hie polls closed, shortly before 
midnight, and a party spokesman 
said he expected 150,000 of the par- 
ty’s members will have voted. The 
large turnout was a surprise, he 
said. 

Hie voters interviewed said they 


were concerned- with local issues. “1 
want a major change' in this branch. 

I believe It's dormant,” Dr. Eliyahu ■ 
Rosen told The Jerusalem Post at 
the Rassco branch in Jerusalem. 

Yehiel Levov, who voted at the 
Jaffa Road branch, said he voted for 
“the people I. know and who are will- 
ing to help you and listen to you.” 

An employee of the Ministry of 
Communications, who asked not to 
be identified, said he voted for' peo- 
ple “who are willing to do you a 
favour ; not those who just want to 
get elected and are never seen 
again.” . 

About 2,900 delegates were elected 

yesterday. Most of the 500 members 
of the outgoing central committee 
did not stand, at the request of the 
party’s secretary-general, Meir Zax- 
mi. But they have been invited to the 
convention and the delegates will 
decide whether to give them the 
right to vote. ...

As some women protested against 
the liberality of the new abortion law 
'passed by the Knesset on Monday, . 
feminist organizations were claim- 
ing yesterday that the law is too 
restrictive. - 

In Jerusalem, feminists, carrying 
posters with slogans such as “We’re 
not baby factories,” gathered in the 
city centre and handed out leaflets 
calling for sex education for children 
and adults. They were joined by four 
men from a gathering crowd of spec- 
tators. The men took up signs urging 
"birth control techniques for men." 

"A woman has the right to decide 
what to do with her own body." said 
one pf the women at the demonstra- 
tion, sponsored by the Jerusalem 
Feminists' League. 

The new law does allow for abor-* 
tions in cases where the birth "is 
liable to cause a woman or .her 


the difficult situation prevailing in 
the woman’s family, social milieu or 
surroundings.” A committee, In- 
cluding a gynaecologist and social 
worker, must make the decision 
about an abortion now. 

One of the women said that with 
the old anti-abortion law in force, 
police would "look the other way" 
a nd gynaecologists were willing to 
perform the operation — though not 
cheaply. Now, she claimed, about 50 
per cent of the women wanting abor- 
tions would still not be able to get 
them legally because their social 
situation was not “bad enough." 
They would seek Illegal abortions, at. 
prices vastly inflated for fear of 
fines. 

An estimated 45,000 Illegal abor- 
tions are performed each year, and 
fv<«» current price is reportedly 
TL 2 ,000 or slightly higher.

According to a report reaching the 
New York conference on Soviet 
Jewry, prisoner of Zion Yaakov 
Suslensky. from the town of 
Bendery, was released from Soviet 
prison after serving a seven-year- 
term. Suslensky was sentenced for 
spreading anti-Soviet literature and 
what the Soviet authorities termed 
as intent to undermine the regime.

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Rosen wants to unite his ministries 


The- most expensive and 
troublesome problem faced by fee 
Immigrant — finding a fiat — could 
be more easily solved If the Absorp- 
tion and Housing Ministries were 
beaded by a single minister, accor- 
ding to Shiomo Rosen, who Is both 
Absorption Minister and Housing 
Minister. 

The ministries could either be 
combined into one or remain 
separate, but the authority at the top 
must be in the hands of one person, 
he said In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday.

New Paris art centre: 
King Kong of culture!

PARIS. — The Georges Pom- ' 
pidou National Centre of Art and 
Culture lumbered to life here Mon- 
day night in a ceremony marked by 
pomp and pushing, and cries of out- 
rage over its extravagant and 
provocative architecture. 

Rising out of a Paris slum like a 
giant, expensive mechanical toy that 
has gone berserk and taken over two 
city -blocks, the Pompidou Centre 
glorifies the machine aget It is in 
itself a machine of the late 20th cen- 
tury more than a museum to bouse 
the art of today and Inspire the 
creations of the future. 

Pompidou proposed that double 
mission for an Arts centre in 1972, 
two years before his death, In hopes 
that the cultural palace would help 
Paris regain the dominant position it 
once held in the art world. 

The modern art museum that is 
the heart of the complex does well in 
showing off the modest collection of 
20 th century art that successive 
French governments have acquired, 
usually without any great 
enthusiasm. 

But at Its birth the centre seems to 
be entering a future already over- 
taken. Its aesthetics, economics and 
environment are a final statement c l 
an era of faith in unlimited growth 
and technological benevolence. 

About 3,000 guests drawn from 
France's arts bureaucracy, its 
political leaders and le tout Paris 
turned out Monday night for the for- 
mal opening of the centre presided 
over by Pompidou's successor. 
President Valery Giscard D'Esta- 
ing. 

Swept in by limousine past the- 
nearby demolished meat and 
vegetable markets that formed 
Zola's "Belly of Paris," Les Halles, 
Princess Grace of Monaco. General 
Mobutu Scse Seko of Zaire, Senegal's 
Leopold Senghor and the Grand. 
Duke of Luxembourg were among a 
varied cast of foreign leaders on 
hand to help Giscard celebrate the 
opening. 

They sat beneath banks of blazing 
lights that cast dazzling Images 
through the glass walls and over the 
polished steel struts that criss-cross 
the ccntre'-a facade. 


The centre, its 16.200 squ- 
metres distributed across six fkx 
stands midway between Les Ha 
and Le Marls on a small 
known as Beaubourg, an ironic cc 
ment on the seedy, dank and low-fl 
bousing of this area.

Die mystery remains unresolved.* 
And this is despite Tanner's attempts 
to graft on to it a wholly gratuitous 
mystery, the "Rosebud" Imagery of 
“Citizen Kane," which 
transmogrifies Into the real roses 
Defreeze offers Patty as reward for 
her marksmanship, or sprouts from 
the Ups <rf Randolph Hearst with Attic 
doom. 

"Ihe rosebud remains always,” he 
says. And so will Fatty. And, I 
suspect, her mystery. 


But this crisis, and particularly 
Britain's deadly version of It, is a 
slow and creeping thing. It Is not the 
sort that summons up Inherent 
greatness, cither among the 
politicians or within the nation. 

The political commentators brave- 
ly continue their dissection of the 
"leaders.” but It is an Intellectual, 
almost reflex action- They have to 
use a good deal of mockery to collect 
an audience. Politicians cannot 
collect audiences at all. No one real- 
ly expects them to solve problems. 
Few are expecting a man an a white 
horse to save the economy. The 
British are keeping their heads down 
and waiting It out. 

Of course a . dramatic economic 
turn fpr the better or the worse 
might get the political adrenalin 
flowing again. But there is no cer- 
tainty of that. 

The future will look back at this 
period as a time of bottomless 
boredom. But boredom with politics 
does not engendera sense of crisis. It 
is of its nature soporific. 

Yet long nights do end. And sleep- 
ing beauties do awake. The only 
question Is — what kiss from what 
sort of Prince Is going to wake up 
this vast and slightly seedy 
sleeper? (Ofns)

A DOCTOR’S NOTEBOOK / Dr. David Samson 

Unnecessary heartache 


WHEN my patients experience an 
unexpected, brief pain In the chest, 
they react in one of two ways. Either 
they do nothing at all. hoping the dis- 
comfort will not recur (sometimes 
they're right!), or they make sure to 
be first in line at my office the next 
morning. If they haven't already 
called me to see them at home. 

Uppermost In their minds Is the 
thought that the pain has ominous 
significance, perhaps coming from a 
strained heart. Although such a pain 
usually generates a good deal of anx- 
iety, which may often demand treat- 
ment more urgently than anything 
else, many, If not the majority, of the 
chest pains and discomforts I have to 
deal with are not cardiac In origin. 

Avraham, a 40-year-old income 
tax inspector, recently appeared 
somewhat shaken at my clinic early 
one morning. The last time I had 
seen him had been a year earlier, 
when I had examined him In connec- 
tion with a second life Insurance 
policy. I had found him 100 per cent 
fit. Family commitments (four 
young children at home) and in- 
creasing responsibility at work left 
little time for hi™ to be ill or away 
from work. This visit, even before 
sitting down in my office, be told me 
the reason for his coming. 

The evening before, when he had 
sat down to watch the news on televi- 
sion after his evening meal, he 
became a wore of a feelingof discom- 
fort in his lower chest. After a few 
minutes, it* changed to* actual pain. 
The whole episode lasted half an 
hour. It passed oft, accompanied by 
a fair amount of belching. 

My questioning revealed that 
Avraham bad been having' oc- 
casional. minor bouts of similar dis- 
comfort for a few months. He bad 
never paid any attention to them un- 
til the severe attack the day before. 
They usually came on after a meal 
and were invariably accompanied 
by much wind and sometimes by 
regurgitation of a bitter-tasting 
fluid. He bad never had any trouble 
during Nature Preservation Society 
hikes, which he managed to go on 
from time to time; episodes did not 
seem to he associated with physical 
effort, during which the heart might

be expected to be working harder 
than usual. 

As I talked with Avraham, I 
carried out a physical examination, 
finishing off by measuring his blood 
pressure and doing an electrocar- 
diogram while he was at rest and 
after a standard amount of exercise. 

■“Well. - is- it- my heart* -doctor? 1 ***« 
asked me apprehensively. 

"No. I’m pretty sure it's not. but it 
could be your stomach, or more ac- 
curately. your oesophagus that's 
causing all the trouble.” 

"My stomach— how could that he 
the cause of the pain?” he asked in- 
credulously. "I thought that pain In 
the chest was almost always due to 
heart trouble, and If not that, then 
due to the lungs.” 

"That's not really tbe- case. 
Disease of the heart or lungs can cer- 
tainly be responsible for chest pain, 
but there are many other, less 
serious causes. Reflux of acid 
stomach contents Into the 
oesophagus is one. Your story rather 
suggests that, so I'm going to order 
an X-ray of the upper part of your 
digestive tract to find out more ex- 


J actiy what's going on there." 

I gave Avraham a prescription for 
tablets which- 1 knew would help 
counteract the acidity in bis stomach . 
and discourage the regurgitation, 
which I thought was occurring. To 
the same end, I gave him some 
dietary advice and told him to avoid 
certain poaturea'which favour reflux 
taking place. 

When I received Avraham’s X- 
rays, they showed that he had a 
hiatus hernia, a type of laxity at the 
upper end of the stomach, which 
enhances regurgitation, of the sort I 
had mentioned to him. especially 
when the stomach is rather full. Die 
radiologist had been able to 
demonstrate this while taking the X- 
raya, and this was certainly enough 
evidence to explain Avraham's re- 
cent upsets. 

Not every hiatus hernia, however, 
produces symptoms, and, of course 
there Is nothing to prevent chest pain 
arising from another cause, even 
when a hiatus hernia does exist. But 
with Avraham. the negative findings 
of the examination, together with the 
substantial relief he obtained from 
my treatment and advice, really rul- 
ed out the possibility of what had 
been worrying him most, some sort 
of heart trouble. 

When I last saw Avraham at my 
office, he was looking much happier, 
because Ms symptoms had ail but 
diaeppeafred>and'ft!lao because -bohed. 
just been promoted at work. There Is 
good evidence- to * suggest that stress 
can contribute to the causation of 
some types of stomach upsets, so I 
told him that it would be wise of him 
to try and leave problems with his 
work at the tax office and not to br- 
ing them home. 

Pain in the chest is a symptom 
which should never be ignored. It is 
always worthwhile consulting your 
doctor about ft. In most cases, a fair- 
ly simple cause will be found to ex- 
plain it. Much needless worry will 
then be prevented.

Painter 
from Eik

EILAT — An exhibition of paintings 
by an EUati painter went on display 
abroad for the first time last month. 
The painter is Aviva Dckcl and her 
work is being exhibited at the 
Volkgallerle In West Berlin. 

It was the Six Day War that 
brought Aviva, her husband Arleh 
(better known by his nickname 
Daks) and their then two small 
children to Eilat. Daks was a 
successful welder and building con- 
tractor whfrn the war broke out but 
six months later, when he was finally 
released from the army, he found 
himself without a business and with 
half a million pounds worth of debts. 
Declaring himself bankrupt, he 
came down to Eilat and began work- 
ing by day as a welder: by night he 
ran the popular Red Rock Nightclub. 
(He had for many years been one of 
the popular duo at the Haifa Theatre 
Club, in the days when his friends 
Haim Topol and Yossl Banal were 
just beginning their careers). 

Halfa-bom Aviva arrived to join 
him on their lith wedding anniver- 
sary, and with her typical efficiency 
she set up house and found herself a 
job at the Queen of Sheba Hotel. With 
Aviva's salary helping out the 
household budget, Daks decided to 
give up his daytime welding to 
devote alJ Ms energy to running the 
nightclub which had become Eilat's 
central after-dark attraction. 

Aviva found herself facing long 
lonely evenings. Always practical 
(she makes her own clothes, cuts her 
own hair, is a perfect housewife and 
marvellous cook) Aviva decided to 
decorate their new home by painting 
some pictures herself. She started 
with the subjects she knew best, her 
children, the family dog and the cat, 
and as she finished one picture she 
found herself eager to start another. 

As she went on, she found that her 
paintings were developing sur- 
realistic elements and overtones. "It 
was the surrealistic atmosphere of 
Eli si at that time that was coming 
out in my work without any direction 
on my part," she explains. The sea, 
the mountains, the sky and the rocky 
shoreline started to dominate her 
works, all of which, however, had an 
element of yearning for freedom, 
whether It was a small window show- 
ing the sky In an otherwise complete- 
ly closed room, or the shackles that 
chained the half-human half-birds 
that started to people her later work. 

In 1971 Aviva had her first exhibi* 
tlon, In Eilat. She showed 13 large 
pdrtfWfo.'art^ t'e’AlWUtf.' "Not ort **’***' 
.sold,” she remembers. “But people 
started coming home to see my work 
and began to buy." At Rosh Ha 3 h an a 
1973 she had a successful one-man 
show at Eilat's Municipal Gallery, 
and gave up ber job to paint full- 
time. In 1973 she exhibited in Haifa 
and last year In Tel Aviv. 

Last summer Daks and Aviva met 
Naftall Shoenberg, a former Israeli 
now living in Berlin who was in Eilat 
checking the possibilities of arrang- 
ing charter nights from Germany, It 
was only when they invited him 
home for a drink that he discovered 
Aviva's paintings and that she learnt 
he is a partner In the Volkgallerle. 
Very' enthusiastic, he took photos of 
Aviva's work back to Berlin and 
within a week called to fix the date 
for her first international exhibition.

Passing of 
a pioneer 


ANOTHER chapter In the history of 
' the resettlement of this country 
came to a close with the death a 
month ago at the venerable age of 96 
* of Rachel Teacher. 

Mrs. Teacher was the last of the 
original group of British Zionists 
who, in 1913, founded the First Lon- 
don Ahuzah Co., Ltd. which bought 
land' at Karkur where its members 
would live with their families, each 
on his own estate. The first settlers 
came soon after World War I, the 
other shareholders waiting in Bri- 
tain till the area was prepared for 
more families. The Teachers arrived 
in 1930 when, after many disap- 
pointments. wells had been found 
enabling the settlers to start plan- 
ting. 

Karkur. which almost, joins 
Pardess Hanna, is today a 
flourishing little village, with two 
schools, shlkunim for new im- 
migrants, clubs, and plenty of work 
In the surrounding groves and fac- 
tories. 

But in the 1930's, life was hard and 
primitive — no roads, no bus service, 
only a trek on foot or maybe on a 
donkey. However since water had 
been found, the settlers watched the 
trees growing in the orange groves 
and dreamed of a happy future when 
their produce would make them, if 
- not rich, then comfortable. 

But those were also the days of the 
Arab riots, and the Teacher family 
and their neighbours saw their' 


groves go up in flames. Many left the 
village, but not the Teachers. Un- 
daunted by the loss of all their 
savings, they opened a cafe which 
soon became tbe social centre of the 
little community. It also attracted 
the British soldiers in the nearby 
army camp, who soon got to know 
where they could get a good cup of 
English tea and eggs and chips. 
There was also an open-air cinema 
attached to the cafe, both of which . 
Mrs. Teacher ran alone after her 
husband became bedridden. When 
be died in 1954, she.came to live with 
her daughters in Haifa. 

Rachel Teacher was one of the real 
pioneers, who made a go of life here 
despite great privation and 
hardship, without the help of Jewish 
Agency Joans: immigrant rights or 
ulpanim. Many old people have 
reason to be grateful to her, for It 
was the persistent efforts on her 
behalf of her son-in-law, David 
FVceman, that brought the National 
Insurance Institute to pay old-age 
pensions to those who had worked 
here for many years but had reached 
retiring age well before qualifying 
for a pension under the National In- 
surance Law. 

She is deeply mourned by her 
family In Haifa and in England, In- 
cluding her great-great- 
grandchildren. and many much i 
younger friends and admirers. We 
arc all proud to have, known her.

IMF sells gold back to members 
at third of current market price 


WASHINGTON. — la one of the 
largest gold sales In history, the 
International Monetary Fund 
arranged to sell nearly 6 million 
ounces of gold at the bargain price of 
$241 m., Monday. 

The gold sale resulted from the 
agency's decision to reduce the role 
of gold in the international monetary 
system, a step taken largely at the 
urging of the U.S. 

The gold was sold back to the 
nations that originally sold it to the 
IMF as a requirement of 
membership. The price was equal to 
about $40 an ounce which was the old 
official gold price. 

However gold is currently valued 
on the open market at about $132 an 
ounce. The potential open market 
value of the IMF gold is $792 m. 

The U.S.. which contributes the 
most to the IMF's financial 
resources, received the largest gold 
share, more than 1.4 million ounces 
for a price of nearly $57.7 m. The 


potential market value of this 
amount of gold Is $189 m. 

The next largest share of gold went 
to the United Kingdom — 599,000 
ounces at a price of $24 m. 

Other nations received shares in 
proportion to tbe amount they 
originally sold the IMF. 

Israel’s share was 27,846 ounces, 
for about $lm. 


Even Vietnam, one of the agency’s 
newest members, received 13,265 
ounces at a price of $533,000. The 
gold originally was sold to the IMF 
by the non-CQmmunist government 
of South Vietnam. 

Until the IMF began depositing its 
gold about a year ago. its total gold 
holdings amounted to 150 million 
ounces. (ATM

Solar water beating 
for Mediterranean hotels

TEL AVIV. — The generation of hot 
water from solar energy is expan- 
ding to eastern Mediterranean 
resort hotels, according to a 
spokesman for Mlromit Ltd. of Tel 
Aviv, a manufacturer and exporter 
of solar energy equipment. 

Following the successful operation 
of a bank of solar collector plates on 
the roof of the 100 -room Neptune 
Hotel in Eilat, Mlromit reports that 
its Greek licensee. Calorie Ltd., 
Athens, has taken up the concept of 
heating hot water by tbe sun's rays. 

Hotels at Rathymnon on Crete and 
on tbe Greek Island of Myconoa are 
among the first Installations in this 
area. Miroznit has also supplied 
solar equipment' to one of the largest 
hotels on Corsica. 

The sun collectors arc said to save 
the hotel operators almost all fuel 
costs for heating water in guest 


rooms'. 'restaurants, laundries, etc. 

Calorie Ltd. has erected a plant in 
Greece to produce collectors utiliz- 
ing Miromlt's patented Selective 
Black Coating plates, developed by 
Prof. Harry Tabor. 

Mlromit, which has been produc- 
ing and Installing sun collectors in 
Israel since the early 1950a reports 
that the concept of solar heating has 
also finally reached Israel's own kib- 
butzim, which in the past have large- 
ly utilized oil-operated boilers. The 
company has Installed a solar 
heating system at Kibbutzim Beit 
Hashita and Ma'agan Michael for 
the semi-attached apartment 
buildings which are typical of 
today’s kibbutz housing. 

Private homes, rural dwellings 
and apartments account for most of 
the 200,000 Israeli families (one in 
every five) who obtain hot water 
from solar collectors. 



H. Rms Justice has been appointed 
manager of the five-star Tiberias 
Plaza Hotel, scheduled to open this 
spring.

Plan to survey home heating in capital 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry is preparing to survey hun- 
dreds of central heating systems in 
Jerusalem homes. Last week a 
tender for experts in. heating 
engineering was announced, to carry 
out the survey under the supervision 
of the Ministry's Physics 
Laboratory. 

The project is meant to check the 
efficiency of gas beating systems 


and to provide suggestions for 
proper methods of handling heating 
furnaces. This, it is hoped, will 
decrease fuel consumption and result 
in significant savings In heating 
costs. The survey will include about 
500 homes. 

The director-general of tbe 
Ministry, Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, 
says tbe survey Is part of the over-all 
energy conservation activities of the 
Ministry and marks the beginning of 
such activities on a consumer level. 


The Ministry's Israel PhysicB 
Laboratory provides advice and 
guidance to industrial factories on 
introducing methods for efficient use 
of energy. Approximately 40 fac- 
tories have been able to save five to 
15 per cent on fuel expenses. 

Dr. Avinoam Shenhar, the director 
of the physics Laboratory, has an- 
nounced that the heating systems of 
the Government buildings In 
Jerusalem will also be inspected 
during the survey.

Automating the 
diamond industry 


,»‘. x 

THE MIRACLE child of the Israeli 
economy, the diamond industry, has 
had an annual growth record of no 
less than 19 per cent, measured in 
export dollars over the past 20 years. 
To sustain this excellent perfor- 
mance, more manpower is needed. 
Industry leaders recently declared 
there was room for an additional 
three to four thousand skilled 
workers, but these are not im- 
mediately available. 

Hie answer to thh problem is said 
to be further automation. Much 
headway has been made in this field. 
It is generally thought, but the truth 
is that fun automation of the in- 
dustry is still far off. Progress has 
been made, especially in polishing, 
but much remains to be done to 
reduce the industry's exclusive 
dependence on skilled labour. To 
grasp this fully, remember that to 
convert the dull, greyish, rough dia- 
mond into a spariding, blue-white 
gem stone, sometimes four, usually 
three operations are necessary: 
cleaving, sawing, girdling and 
polishing. 

Cleaving was and Is done only by 
hand. It calls for judgement in each 
individual case and cannot therefore 
be mechanized. As no more than a 
few cleavers are employed in this 
country, this is not an issue of any 
importance. 

Sawing has been, from the start, a 
mechanized operation in all 
diamond-producing centres. No ef- 
forts toward automation of sawing 
diamonds into cuttable and n onphahta 
halves have been publicized, but 
theoretically efforts in this direction 
could be made using laser beams. 
Here is certainly room for an in- 
itiative Is our country, as the Weiz- 
mann Institute has a special depart- 
ment for the research into possible 
applications of laser beams. Again 
as not many sawers are employed in 
Israel, the saving of manpower 
would be limited. 

Girdling, the third operation, is 
another matter. This refers to cut- 
ting the stone's circumference 
between the upper and lower facets 
and used to be entirely a handicraft. 
My mother was one. of the last 
homebased bandc utters of the in- 
dustry, at the time centred in 
Amsterdam. She left the profession 
when I started to earn a living some 
50 years ago* as there was less need 
to supplement my father's eamlngs.- 

Since then girdling has become a 
mechanized or semi-mechanized 
operation. Recently the diamond in- 
dustry development laboratory at 
the Technion, headed ^by Prof. T. 
Yaraltzky, developed a machine for 
automatic girdling. A relatively sim- 
ple piece of machiner y, costing no 
more than $600, It cuts the "belt" or 
"girdle" into stones of all sizes. This 


"belt” is a precondition for the later 
polishing of the stone. 

In the mechanized girdling opera- 
tion. one stone is held In a rapidly 
re v ol vin g "dop," a cement-covered 
Stick which holds the stone. A skilled 
operator pushes a second stone 
against it to produce the desired 
"belt" Automated gtidHxig has both 
stones rotating, controlled by 
calibration instruments. This makes 
it possible for one operator to serve 
five units at a time. 

By far the most Important 
development has been achieved in. 
the manpower-intensive pr’ 1 ■ ling 
part of the diamond industry.- The 
Haifa Technion inventor also In- 
troduced some five or six years ago 
an automatic facet polishing 
machine. But it did not prove very 
effective. 

The breakthrough came In South 
Africa, where an inventor with the 
financial backing of the powerful De 
Beers organization, created the 
. Flerxnatic machine. Its first 
prototype. Mark I, found its way to 
Israel about three years ago. 

Presently about one thousand 
units, mostly df the Mark H type are 
operating fa Israel. They each cost 
$2,500. Not a negligible sum, but not 
too much money in view of the man- 
power saved. One person who has to 
be more highly skilled than the 
average diamond polisher usually is, 
can supervise 'the operations for a 
sizable plant. Unskilled workers 
(relatively speaking), can operate 
four to eight units, depending on the 
size of the stones to be polished. 

This fully automatic polishing 
machine is used In other diamond 
centres, but it is most widely applied 
in Israel and various improvements 
originated from experience gained 
here. Automation in the diamond in- 
dustry here, consequently, is more 
advanced than in such production 
centres as Belgium, the U.S., India 
or Holland. 

The third generation Plerm&tlc, 

‘ called Mark n A! is on its way to IsraeL 
It polishes the smaller stones, the so- 
called melees in which our Industry 
specializes very well. Borne 
operators have also had success in 
polishing diamo nds of 0.5 carat and 
even somewhat bigger stones with 
Piermatic. A reliable estimate 
proposed that the machine earns its 
price in about three years in terms of 
wages saved. One thousand of these 
machines operate in Israel at 17 
plants. Without special investiga- 
tion. it is difficult to ascertain which 
diamonds exports are polished 
automatically. Between 10 to 20 per 
cent seems a fair guess. TUs would 
indicate however, that there is much 
more room for improvement. A 
prerequisite for a successful Pier- 
matic department, however, is 
sizable production. j. y M t 


Burglaries, robberies up 
12.5 pet. security man

TEL AVIV. — The head of a private 
security company claimed on Mon- 
day that burglaries and robberies in 
Israel rose by 12.5 per cent in 1976 
over the previous year, but police 
refuse to comment, saying the figure 
came from an unofficial source. 

Whenever The Jerusalem Post 
attempts to obtain crime statistics, 
the police say the figures may not be 
released until the annual report is 
published. 

Kadlah Shermiater, head of the 
Hashxnira Security Co. said he got 
his figures from police department 
statistics. Shermiater said there 
were 26.257 burglaries of apartments 
in 1976, an increase of 13.5 per cent 
over ‘tbe 23.124 in 1975. 

Burglaries of business premises 
increased by 10.7 per cent, robberies 
by 21.2 per cent and armed robberies 
by 6.7 per cent between 1975 And 


1976, Shermiater said. 

At a press conference a week ago 
Tel Aviv police said that they wen 
only able to solve 12 per cent of al 
burglaries and robberies that oc 
cur red in 1976. Nitaav Moshi 
Tiomkin. Tel Aviv's Police Chief 
said 50 per cent of all crimes com 
mitted in 1976 involved burglaries 
robberies and thefts. 

For protection against robbei 
burglaries, the Hash m Ira Companj 
is marketing an ultrasonic alarm 
system designed to go off If there li 
any unexpected movement in a 
room. 

The traditional alarm system, bas- 
ed on wires and strips of tape on win- 
dows and doors, may easUy be 
neutralized, tbe company said. 

Under the ultrasonic system, 
sound waves fill a room, and any dis- 
turbance will set off an alarm.

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The wages of unclarity 


THE ISRAEL CORPORATION, after the State Controller's in- 
vestigation, has again .become a subject for parliamentary 
scrutiny. 

It is plain that the Corporation made a bad start six years ago. 
The financial manoeuvres employed by its managing director 
at the time, Michael Tzur, to mobilize capital by deadlines (fix- 
ed in Israel’s tax-benefit regulations), make unappetising 
reading. And the State Controller's criticism that the Board can- 
not wash Its hands of all responsibility for business decisions 
taken by Tzur on the- company's -behalf, is valid. 

There is a tendency however, particularly during the present 
heated pre-election phase, to make heavy weather of matters 
which may not be as complicated as they. seem. The complaints 
against the IC divide in two. First, it lost money through the 
machinations of a senior employee whom it failed to control 
properly. Well, that should be the business of the company's 
shareholders, not the wider public. 

The second complaint is that it committed procedural im- 
proprieties. -Improprieties concern the Treasury, which must 
check whether the IC is abiding by the conditions under which it 
was granted tax privileges. 

How, then, does the State Controller come into it, and the 
Knesset committee that deals with his reports? Because seven 
per cent of the shares belong to the Government; and here may 
be the source of many of the company’s troubles. 

Nobody — not even those who responded to the appeals of the 
late Finance Minister, Pinhaa Sapir, and took up stock in the 
new venture — knows exactly what it is, whether a business un- 
dertaking or a kind of national institution. This confusion ex- 
plains in part the casual supervision made by the shareholders' 
representatives of the company’s affairs. 

It could also lead to the wrong kind of expectations. Should the . 
situation arise (of which, happily, there is no sign) that the 1C 
becomes one day unable to pay all its debts, it may be tempted 
to look to the Government — Its sponsor, guide and partner — to 
bail it out. 

The Government should clear up any such possible mis- 
understanding — by selling its shares, and getting out of the IC. 
If there is one lesson to be garnered from. this episode, it is that 
the Government ought not to be involved in any company that It 
does not control, -unless there is a very good reason for its par- 
ticipation. 

Once the IC becomes the full and undiluted property of the 
private persons' who put their money in it, everything will fall 
into place. The successes and failures of its management 
decisions will cease to be a matter of public discussion. All that 
the authorities have to ensure la that this company, like other 
residents and undertakings within the State, respect the law of 
the land. Everyone would heave & sigh of relief at such a separa- 
tion of responsibilities, most of all (when they come to think 
about it) the shareholders In the Israel Corporation itself.

ONE YEAR AFTER U.S. civilian technicians 
were sent to the Sinai buffer zone separating 
Israeli and Egyptian troops, the • once con- 
troversial programme is widely regarded-here - 
as a success story. 

But top State Department officials and 
leaning - Senators, and Representatives are in- 
sisting nevertheless that the U.S. presence in 
Sinai should be temporary, . and that the 
success of the current mission does not 
necessarily mean that Congress or the 
American public would approve, a similar 
scheme on Israel's other frontiers. 

During several recent interviews with Carter 
administration officials and influential 
Congressmen, this reporter was repeatedly 
told that any future use of American personnel 
in the Mi fldin East would have to be both 
limited and temporary, and -that each ease - 
would be closely scrutinised.! 

Senator Dick Clark (D-Iowa), a member of 
the important Foreign Relations Committee, 
typically said that by all accounts, the U.S. 
Sfliai force has worked out better than any of us 
could have anticipated. 

Clark, who was originally skeptical of the 
plan when it was ' included in the Iaraell- 
EgyptLan Interim Agreement, continued: “It 
hn* shown that with some imagination and — 
most of all — goodwill, such support operations 
can contribute significantly to b uildin g con- 
fidence an both aides.” 

- But the young Senator went on to say that 
whether this kind of operation Is a precedent - 
applicable elsewhere is an extremely -complex 
question. He said the Sinai offered several 
terrain advantages not generally available 
elsewhere. There is also the question whether 
the U.S. — or any other country — would wish 
to make & practice of placing citizens in 
situations where they .became in & sense 
hostages, despite evacuation procedures.

IN THE WAKE of America's disasterous Viet- 
nam experience, most lawmakers are natural- 
ly reluctant to send Americans abroad — es- 
pecially to tense regions of the world, like the 
Middle East. 

Another member of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, Senator Clifford Case (R-N. J.) , 
said the sin»i mipyinn programme sefems to be 
working okay. 'But he quickly added that, the 
programme shouM not be regarded as setting a 
pattern for future agreements between Israel 
and its Arab neighbours. 

The director of the Sinai Support Mission in 
the State Department, C. William Kbntos, 
pointed out during an interview that both 
Egypt and Israel have edme to regard the U.S.

Kontos said that Israeli and Egyptian of- 
ficials h ave been “ extra cooperative" with the 
American technicians and that “on the whole, 
initial fears'' held by U.S. officials and law- 
makers “have been allayed.” He is convinced 
the programme has worked better than 
anyone had expected.

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IN THE first article of this series we 
tried to analyse the content of the 
government budget, the reasons for 
its size and to indicate bow It might 
he reduced. The criticism' of what 
the budget intends to accomplish 
was. In part, already implicit, for 
such a large budget, with so many 
functions that could he performed as 
well, and better, without govern- 
ment intervention, means that the 
government arrogates to itself ac- 
tivities which it should leave to the 
market. 

However Imperfect the market 
may be, tt la still more efficient than 
officialdom. If correction and con- 
trol is needed, that can be achiev- 
ed without outright substitution of 
government for the market. By 
assuming and maintaining functions 
that it should leave to the market, 
the government equally deprives 
itself of the resources for main- 
taining, expanding and Improving 
the services which it should provide. 
Even more importantly, it forces 
itself to give up its role as the 
growth promoting agency. 

But the budget is more than that. It 
reflects a set of political, economic 
and social priorities. Some of these 
we have already discussed in the 
first article of this series: the budget 
shows that we do not seriously ques- 
tion the demands of the military for 
defence hardware; it reflects a 
pseudo-socialism, through the 
irrational and counter-productive 
support, by the Histadrut, of sub- 
sidized credit, of subsidies to 
products and services, of transfer 
payments of various kinds which do 
tittle for the working class and ul- 
timately enrich those who have 
access to easy loans, those who get 
the subsidies and, last but not least, 
strengthen an entrenched political- 
economic bureaucracy. 

The budget also expresses an Im- 
mediate immobile compromise 
between all and sundry pressure 
groups, in which nearly all expen- 
ditures have become a must. 

This inflexibility is the reason why 
Mr. Rabiaowits has adopted a tactic 
of setting a “framework" budget. 
What this actually means is that the 
Finance Minister says: “I have no 
policy, nor can I establish priorities 
among competing ministries and 
pressure groups. All I can do is set 
an upper limit to total expenditure — 
you work out your priorities among 
yourselves and each in his own 
field." 

The keynote of this "upper limit" 
budgeting is that the only firm asser- 
tion the government, through Mr. 
Rablnowitz. has been able to make Is • 
that we need restraint. Up to a point 
this may have been true, particular- 
ly in .1974 and perhaps 1975. At that 
time, the shortfall of foreign ex- 
change had become so acute that im- 
mediate drastic measures were 
needed to curb imports and thus cut 
down cm foreign exchange expen- 
diture. There are grounds to believe 
that what was done then was not 
• really enough. 

The continued accumulation of 
foreign exchange reserves — or the 
early redemption of foreign debt, 
which la the -same thing — has, 
however, no justification if it Is con- 
tinued when the situation eases and 
when its result Is continued stagna- 
tion. This only deprives us of zeal im- 
provement. For except In a situation 
of immediate, short-run stringency, 
such as we had in 1974, the Improve- 
ment in the balance of payments 
cannot be achieved through a static 
re-shuffling of resources. Such a 
policy is dominated by fear and is 
self-destructive. 

Existing resources, productive 
capacity already Installed, have 
both quantitative and qualitative 
limits. One cannot re-direct a dairy, 
for example, to exports. Only growth 
can bring about a change in struc- 
ture, with mare factories, more 
machines, more services, more peo- 
ple producing and marketing «q?ort 
goods and services. 

Since large parts ot the budget 
appear to be a herd of holy cows, 
from defence through subsidies on 


milk, water, bread and meat to bus 
services to maternity grants to the 
mothers of little millionaires — no 
resources are left for growth. And 
since large chunks of our consump- 
tion, public and private, are forced 
upon us by institutional 
arrangements, and are fictitious 
needs from which no one really 
benefits, we are compelled to reduce ‘ 
that consumption which is effected 
in the market rather than through 
the government and «eml- 
governmental Institutions — * our or- 
dinary, dally consumption of goods 
and sex-vices. 

Decreasing consumption, sus. prac- 
tically the sole immediate pplicy 
goal naturally has the result of stifl- 
ing new Investment, even when that 
Investment is intended, principally, 
for exports. For pure export in- 
dustries are rare. An export industry 
nearly always needs a certain 
measure of domestic sales, even if 
merely as proving ground for its 
products or as a stabilizer of un- 
predictable fluctuations in the 
foreign market. 

Export-oriented growth without an 
expansion of the domestic market 1s 
at best the naive illusion of 
economists .who live in a rarefied 
world ot statistics, graphs and 
equations. If and'when such cases do 
occur In Israel, which has tew 
natural resources to export, they 
should be looked at with a great deal 
of suspicion, for closer analysis may 
show that what is being exported is 
merely the services of the capital we 
imported in the first place. 

Restraint on consumption has its 
counterpart in a wage policy that 
strives, unsuccessfully, to freeze 
rtal wages. Since wage demands 
cannot be resisted in practice and 
there is little prospect of success in 
this area, it is again only growth 
which can make wage increases 
tolerable. 

Equally, a revision In the structure 
of wages, with a view to eliminating 
the present ring-around-the-rosy of 
universal linkage of one wage settle 
to the other, is well-ixigh impossible 
when stagnation reduces mobility of 
the employed to zero. In such con- 
ditions the battle Is always for 
protection of the status quo. There 
are neither resources nor is there 
willingness to Induce acceptance of 
change by financial incentives. 

Thus a budget of restraint, which 
Is the polite term for economic 
paralysis, fails on all counts. All it 
can achieve is to mark time and 
perhaps another small improvement 
in the balance of payments. That, 
however desirable, is no more an end 
In itself than the freezing of living 
standards. 

The story does not, unfor- 
tunately, end there. Implementation 
'of the budget depends on the revenue 
forecast. We have already seen that 
the sheer size of the budget and the 
rigidity of its commitments are like- 
ly to push the economy towards 
more inflation. Thus curbing Infla- 
tion. through this Budget, is the least 
credible of its declared objectives. 

A Very large proportion of the ex- 
pected revenue * — more than 
10 per ceht of the budget — is to come 
from the sale of government bonds. 
But domestic recession must reduce 
the savable surplus In the economy, 
if it docs nothing else. The rate of 
savings has already declined sharp- 
ly In 1976, compared with 1975. 

Institutional savings, such as 
employees’ contributions to pension 
funds, which ultimately end up in the 
government’s coffer® through com- 
pulsory bond will also go down if un- 
employment increases. With less 
wages and salaries paid, there will 
be less saving. At least for a time, 
there will even be dissaving by those 
unemployed who can borrow in 
order to maintain, at least for a 
while, former living standards. 

Even though business enterprises 
mostly received unlinked loans from 
or through the government, they will 
find It increasingly difficult to repay 
even the small instalments due from 
them. Debt collection by the govern- 
ment, however insi gnifica nt, may 


fall or be offset by compensatory . 
financing on current account. 

■ If the rate of inflation exceeds the 
government's predictions, both in- 
terest payments and transfer 
payments wfll go up nominally. At the 
same time, the government is com- 
mitted not to raise tax rates. It will 
therefore have only one recourse; to 
borrow from the Bank of Israel — 
that is to print money. Inflation will 
be reinforced. Since all this., has a 
limit, ultimately the real incomes of 
the poor will also be eroded. We shall 
end up by giving to the healthy and to 
the wealthy. 

It is not merely a revision of the 
budget that is needed, if what we 
mean by revision is a technical ad- 
justment of expenditures, or cutting 
IL2-3 billion from the overall 
amount. What is needed is a com- 
plete re-thinking of priorities and a 
reform of the system to which we 
have become accustomed. That 
system no longer functions. 

For anyone who needs proof it is 
enough to look at the basic facts: & 
fourth year of stagnation, with two 
more automatically assured, an in- 
flation rate of 40 per cent a year, 
mounting internal and external debt, 
no significant, structural change, . 
an Increasing entrenchment of 
vested interests, a deterioration In 
the quality of life in general. 

The smug satisfaction of the 
proponents of existing policy who 
beat their cheats in pride at having 
achieved the objectives they set 
themselves is unconvincing. They 
have achieved few of the objectives 
they set themselves, and more lm- 
portantly, the objectives 
themselves, were mostly wrong.
